INQUIRY WITNESSES 
TO BE ‘UNHAMPERED’ 


Chairman of Board Receives 
Assurance Department 
Heads That Officers May 
Talk Freely.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.-—That 
“acute dissatisfaction” exists 
among the personnel of the Air 
Service was stated today before the 
President's Air Inquiry Board, ata 
session devoted to the hearing of 
actual flying officers of the army. 
Questions brought out the fact that 
this dissatisfaction is due largely 
to the slowness of promotion in the 
Alr Service. Witnesses heard this 
morning agreed that the Air Serv- 
lee ought to have its own promo- 
tion list, independent of that of the 
rest of the military establishment. 
Maj. W. G. Kilner, the executive 
officer of the-Army Air Service, 
gave the keynote of the day's tes- 
timony when he declared that it 
was the consensus among fiying 
officers of the army that the serv- 
ice was “not getting anywhere” un- 
der present conditions and would 
not get anywhere until it was 
placed under the control of flying

Unless a tackler keeps his eyes 
on Koppisch’s hips he is likely 
to make only a partial tackle or 
miss his man entirely. Like all 
fast, elusive backs Koppisch 
must be tackled high. A low 
attempt will likely result in a 
bad miss because Koppisch will 
change his pace and sidestep to 
foil the tackler. 

The Columbia star also uses a 
stiff arm with deadly results and 
once in the open he is almost 
unstoppable from the front.
